I'arecelsns, 
one of the lights of the lfith century, 
was a scientific man. Me even did 
transfusions, which are considered 
very modern to-day. 

Messnes Astrologist used magnet- 
ism. The power came from stars. 
Gassner, the first osteopath, showed 
that disease could he cured in many 
cases by passive movement and mas- 
sage. He went to Paris and claim- 
ed to bo the magnet himself: he ac- 
quired a large practice and fortune. 
In fact, his practice was so large 
that he had to treat bis patients 
wholesale. This he did by having a 
bath and spokes radiating from it, 
each patient taking a spoke and then 
the power (Megsner) took a spoke, 
and the cure was affected by animal 
magnetism. One of Messner's pupils 
introduced hypnotism. Me put the 
patients to sleep, and then they were 
open to suggestion. These sugges- 
tions would act when the patient 
woke up. and he would do what he 
was told. These cures were not last- 
ing. Hypnotism is of two types— 
Iletero and Auto suggestion. The one 
(lleterol suggested by others; the 
Auto Hypnotism is worked up in one's 
self. These things are often seen to- 
day on the stage. Amputations were 
done by Hetero hypnotism or Hug 
gestion, without pain. Then anaes- 
thesia came in, and the hypnotism i 
was tabooed. Iletero Suggestion Is 
still used, as in treatment of certain 
diseases by static electricity, or giv- 
ing prescriptions to neurasthenics, 

Christian Science is very Import- 
ant. It cures disease by stimulating 
the mortal mind by fantastical sug- 
gestions. They claim that there Is 
no disease or sin, they see with a di- 
vine spiritual mind, Instead of the 
mortal mind. Tiny refuse to believe 
that sickness exists, and as soon ai 
a person accepts this view they have 
a cure. Christian Sdjntists disre- 
gard scientific medicine. Yet they 
admitted that perhaps It was well to 
classify Infectious diseases, because- 
the mortal mind was not educated 
enough to accept the view. Mrs. 
Eddy, the great exponent of Chris- 
tian Science, could not cure her first 
husband of canc er, or her second of 
endocarditis. Yet Rhe says disease is 
absurd. Now the question may be 
asked, is Christian Science to be 
ruled out? Certainly not! Thousands 
of people have been cured by Chris- 
tian Si lence by suggestion. ' It does 
what the doctors fall to do. perhaps, 
because they have not the time or 
are Impatient; Vet the Christian 
Scientist, by taking time to give the 
patient a quiet talk, gives him sug- 1 o 
gestion, gets him to tell his troubles, | 0

Many doctors lose out to the Chris- 
tian Scientist by lack of sympathetic 
interest in the cases which come to 
them. 

The Immanuel movement was an 
outcome of Christian Science, found- 
ed by a minister and some doctors; 
they classified disease as organic and 
functional. The doctors looked after 
the organic cases, the minister after 
the functional. But why should we 
call the minister to do our work? 
The average minister outside the 
pulpit and In the sick room, especial- 
ly, Is a poor affair. The average I 
country doctor Is the friend of the I 
family: he has the goods to deliver, 
and is both doctor and minister. He | 
may not have the ministerial words, ] 
but he gets there Just the same. Os- 
teopathy is not entirely suggestive. It \ 
is not a medical education, seeing 
that the chief Inducement to he an 
osteopath is that more money can 
be made at it. Their treatment con- 
sists of massage, suggestion and per- 
sonality of the osteopath. 

Osteopaths are Intellectually dis- 
honest. They cheat themselves into 
believing things by constantly think- 
ing them. The doctor gets beaten 
out by the osteopath by not appre- 
ciating the benefit of massage. One

His work last year on the McGill 
hardly Justified his fine reputation. 
Since he has been shifted to defence, 
his work has taken on an entirely 
different aspect, and he Is now prov- 
ing to be one of the most prom 
of the back field players. McGee. for- 
merly of the Vies., is a splendid 
■tick-handler, and his ability to carry 
the puck back after breaking up 
rushes was particularly noticeable. 
Several of his rushes partook of the 
one man variety, but the fact that he 
got away with them shows his in- 
dividual worth. 

VVhitcomb, of last year's defence, 
did not show up very prominently 
Inst night. He appeared to be too 
slow In getting away with the puck, 
but several times showed rare good 
work In spite of this. "Don." Beach 
was one of the fastest men on the 
Ice, and also broke up some promis- 
ing rushes. He is not very strong on 
his st ilk-handling, but a more than 
.iverigf player at that. 

In forward, two men stood out 
above all the others. MeCulloch 
handled the stick with his old-time 
running. Ills wicked and accurate 
drives have not lost anything in 
steam over the summer, and promise 
to worry some of the City League's 
goalkeepers again this season. Behan 
played a great game, though there

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UNIVERSITY 
OPPOSED. 

AMSTERDAM. Ho'.'and — Dlstin 
KUlshi-il Mclgian refugees In Holland 
have expressed their views In the Hel 
glsch DiiKhblad, with regard to the 
opening of the German University at 
Client, which took place on Oct. -4 
Ih" protests cajOM from artists, men 
at letters, and well known members 
of the Helpiau Parliament. Eugene 
van dc W'alle. seuator for Antwerp, 
writes: "hi Belgium all power eman- 
ates from the people. Such is the 
gist of our fundamental law. And 
everybody knows that our constitu- 
tion Is guaranteed by the King. Last 
year, the King made the following 
statement with regard to the Flem- 
ish question: 'When the country Is 
once more restored to its independ- 
ence, the authorities will take all the 
necessary measures to safeguard the 
aspirations and the interests of the 
Belgian people. Meanwhile the King 
appeals to all Belgians to concentrate 
iheir efforts ou turning the enemy 
out of their country.' And since the 
bill for the introduction of the Flem- 
ish tongue is being considered by 
the Commission appointed for the 
purpose by the Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives, we ask our fellow citizens 
this question: Have you confidence 
in the King of tho Belgians and in 
•ho nation's representatives? If so, 
the introduction of the Flemish 
longue Into the centres of higher edu- 
cation cannot be considered, unless 
as u measure put into force exclu 
sively by the Belgian Government." 

M. Modeste Terwague. deputy for 
Antwerp, writes: "The Flemish peo- 
ple attached enormous importauce to 
the questions of economic, reform, 
uulversal suffrage, and the opening 
of a Flemish university at Ghent— a 
perfectly legitimate demand. They 
have not changed since the war, but 
they cannot express their opinions 
because of the presence of the Ger- 
mans in their midst. The small

At this time of the yeur a lurge part of the freshman class is 
melting away, and before long fully a third of them will have dis- 
appeared. The reasons are variously giveu— financial, scholarship, 
poor eyes, personal affairs. We are likely to think that the blame 
for failure lies on the individual — he should not have been so eas- 
ily discouraged, or so lazy, or else he should not have attempted the 
Work. The loss, however, does not fall wholly upon the freshman ami 
his parents. It has eost the state something to get him this far, and 
it is up to us to prove that we individually have done our part, both 
as citizens of the state and as neighbors of the boy. 

The colleges throughout the country are awakening to this con- 
dition. They are beginning to see that the "scrap heap" from thejtreis both fictitious and artificial. To 
freshman class is entirely too large. Some of them are experiment- 
ing with advisers or mentors to try to get in touch with the fresh- 
man and keep him from becoming discouraged or overwhelmed. 
Of course, it is not desired to wheel these men around in baby car- 
riages, but rather to give a word of encouragement when it will do 
the most good. Often a good man can be saved and his future as- 
sured by simply showing him that his problems are not unique— 
that hundreds of others have met and overcome the difficulties and 
that all he has to do is to "buck up" and stay with the work. 

At Ohio State two years ago the Big Brother movement was 
started. Instead of leaving to the instructors the task of getting in 
touch with the freshmen, the seniors took a hand. They have re- 
cently passed through the trying experiences of the first year in 
college, and should have a better appreciation of the things which 
interest the freshmen. At the present time nearly two hundred "big 
brothers" have been chosen to lend a guiding hand, each to three 
yearlings, which means that nearly six hundred freshmen are being 
looked after personally. The valuable returns are not confined to 
the freshmen, but the seniors themselves probably receive equal or 
greater benefit in the development of tact and the spirit of friendly 
co-operation. 

At Oberlin toward the end of the junior year, an election of 
counselors from the junior class is held; these counselers in turn 
elect a chairman who is responsible for conducting the affairs and 
getting the names of the incoming freshmen, and then assigning 
them to their respective counselors. The counselors then write to 
the freshmen allotted to them, arrange to meet them upon their ar- 
rival, and help them to get started. 

The college does not officially direct this work, but it aids it 
■■whenever practicable. The freshmen get better started ami suc- 
ceed in establishing their work on a better basis. They feel that 
'they can call upon their senior adviser at any time and obtain the 
kind of advice a boy wants from the older brother. 

Isn't something of this sort practical at Illinois? The present 
adviser system isn't a success — history instructors advise prep 
medic students. Except in rare cases there is no bond of sympathy 
between adviser and advisee. They meet only on official business, 
the advice given is largely of a technical nature, and the personal 
touch that is so necessary to the working out of the system is lack- 
ing. We owe it to these freshmen to get them started right; we 
owe something of the same sort to the state and to the University; 
we owe it to ourselves to perform these manly sets which cannot fail 
to give solid satisfaction. Discussion of the various phases of the 
adviser, mentor or "big brother" movement is invited, not only from 
the seniors and juniors, but also from the freshmen, some of whom 
may properly objeet to being regarded as an object of philanthropy,

WHAT OUR SOLDIERS READ. 

(By Miss Beatrice Harraden, In the 
"Cornhlll Magazine.") 

About eighteen months ago Miss 
Elizabeth Robins and myself entered 
on our duties as Honorary Librarians 
to the Military Hospital. lindell St., 
the only Military Hospital In Eng- 
land officered entirely by women. 
The doctor In charge is Dr. Flora 
Murray, and the chief surgeon Dr. L. 
Garrett Anderson. There is a staff 
of fourteen doctors. Including a path- 
ological and an ophthalmic surgeon, 
a staff of thirty-six nursing sisters 
and ninety orderlies — all women. 
There are eighteen large wards, ac- 
commodating about 560 wounded. 

We were asked to collect a num- 
ber of suitable books and magazines, 
and by personal intercourse with the 
soldierB, to encourage reading 
amongst the men, and to do our best 
to help them through the long hours 
of Illness and Inaction by offering 
them books which would amuse and 
interest them. 

We determined to have no red tape, 
and to leave the book-cases unlocked 
at all times, so that the men who 
were able to move about could come 
and pick out what they liked. And 
we arranged to go Into the wards 
and take books ourselves to the men 
who were confined to their beds. Our 
view was that we should give them 
what "they" wanted, not necessarily 
what "we" wanted for them. 

It was quite possible that one man 
in a ward would be reading, say, Nat 
Gould's "Jockey Jack" — a great fa- 
vorite — and the man In the next bed 
would be reading Shakespeare, or 
"The Pilgrim's Progress. " or Shelley 
or Meredith, Conrad ar the Encyclo- 
paedia. We found. In fact, so many 
different kinds of minds and up- 
bringings, that we could never have 
remembered without the aid of a 
note-book what each man wanted. 

So after various exp"Hnienls, this 
became our system. We divided the 
wards between uh. and went round 
with our notebook to each bedside, 
found out If our Boldier cared to read, 
and, if he had no suggestion to make, 
found out In a vague sort of way, 
withour worrying him, of course, what 



I he would be "likely" to want — If, In- 
deed, he wanted anything at all. For 
in some cases the very thought of a 
book was apparently worse than a 
bomb. 

We were asked for books on paper- 
making, printing, cabinet-making, en- 
gineering, marine engineering, veter- 
inary work. Sheffield plate, old fur- 
niture, organic, and inorganic chem- 
istry, fish-curing, coal-mining, coun- 
terpoint, languages, meteorology, elec- 
tricity, submarines, aeroplanes, flow- 
era, trees, gardening, forestry, the 
Stone Age. painting and drawing, 
violin-making, architecture, and bo 
on. The fish-curing instance was par- 
ticularly interesting. The soldier in 
question was from Nova Scotia, and 
his father's business was fish-curing 
He was anxious to learn the English 
methods, and gain all the information 
he could during his sojourn in Eng 
land, before he was Invalided out of 
the army and returned to his home. 
We have therefore made It our busl- 

I ness to supply these various needs, 
and also to provide any weekly pa- 
pers bearing on the different subjects 
In which the men are interested. 

Turning aside from technical sub- 
jects to literature In general, I would 

< like to say that although we have 
not ever attempted to force good 
books on our soldiers, we have, of 
course, taken great care to place 
them within their reach. And It Is 
not an illusion to say that when the 
men once begin on a better clasB of 
book they do not as a rule return to 
the old stuff which formerly consti- 
tuted their whole range of reading. 
My own impression Is that they read 
rubbish because they have had no 

i one to tell them what to read. Ste 
ven son. for instance, has lifted many 
a young soldier in our hospital on to 
a higher plane of reading whence 
has looked down with something like 
scorn — which Is really very funny — 
on his former favorites. For that 
group of Teaders, "Treasure Island" 
lias been a discovery in more senses 
than one. and to the librarians a boon 
unspeakable. 



neutrals it Is made to appeal more 
important than it is, and neutral 
countries, or at any rate the neutral 
press, allows Itself to be deceived. 
The movement Is part of the pro- 
gramme which Germany had mapped 
out before tho war. and which was 
shown up In the note in the Yellow 
Hook dealing with 'the aims uud du- 
ties of our national policy.' The 
following passage occurs in this 
note: 'The risings which are brought 
about iu time of war by political 
agents should be carefully prepared 
and by tangible means.' The mili- 
tary operation organized by means 
of the Flemish movement has been 
prepared in accordance with these 
instructions. It has ils political agents 
and its recruits. The Belgian people 
understand what has been at work 
perfectly, and this insures the failure 
of the attempt. The measures taken 
by the Belgian Government are unani 
uiously approved. We must not find, 
when we return to our country, thut 
Germany still has her agents, her 
spies among us. This mus' not hap- 
pen on any pretext whatsoever." 

The well-known Flemish novelist. 
Cyrlel Buysse, says: Tho question of 
the Flemish university at Ghent, un- 
der a German regime, wears a pecu 
liar aspect, in my opinion. The 
more I think of it, the more I feel 
convinced that the Germans will bring 
about tho exact opposite to what they 
expect. Their aim is to win for 
hemsclves sympathizers among the 
Flemish population of Belgium. Sup 
pose for a moment that an important 
part of the Flemish population sImwb 
'tself satisfiod by this Flemish uni- 
versity, bestowed on them under the 
German regime U only say "suppose" 
because I am convinced that the greai 
majority of the Flemish do not sup 
port the German scheme), und that 
Germany has, at any rate, provision 
ally, achieved her purpose. The 
Germans will have sooner or later to 
evacuate Belgium, Suppose, that, 
having left Belgium, their university 
continues to exist, what will then 
happen? A violent campaign against 
the university, carried on by the great 
majority of the Belgian nation, both 
Flemish and Walloons. Tho resist- 
ance of those who have accepted the 
gift of a university from Germany 
will probably have no other result 
than to make the Flemish movement, 
which Germany regards as a German 
movement, suspicious in the eyes of 
the majority of the nation. 

Among other protests In the Bel- 
glsch Dughlad Is that of Camille Huys 
mans, the secretary of the "Interna- 
tional." 



HOW GEORGE HASSELL 
J BEGAN. 

G'-orge Haesell. who distinguished 
himself once, more when 'The Girl 
from Brazil" opened, does not come 
of a noted theatrical family. Neither 
ilid he acquire his experience in ^ir 
Henry lr\ lug's Company, nor school 

j himself by long years in vaudeville. 
In Hassell's own words, the way he 

I started was something like this: 

"We all have to begin life, and al- 
so to finish It. This information I 
have not copyrighted, so it may be 
freely used. 1 began my life as a 
farmer and expect to finish it during 
a musical comedy rehearsal. 1 was 
born In an English village, and early 
became the subject of limitless dis- 
cussion on the part of the villagers. 
They agreed with my father that I 
ought to make a splendid farmer in 
I he colonies, and as one couldn't go 
any farther than Australia, that was 
where 1 was sent. 

"1 started out with a little mouey 
and a lot of advice. At the end of the 

j voyage I had the advice Intact. I ar- 

' rived In Queenslowu and was en- 
guged by a 'small part' farmer with 
an obllquo vtsiou. lining supersti- 
tious, I thought: 'That's bad luck for 
somebody.' It was — for tho farmer. 
I was hired — engageai 1 mean — for the 
sum of eight shillings a week. In re- 
cognition of my exceptional services, 
however, this sum was reduced to 
five at the end of the first week. The 
height of my unpopularity was reach- 
ed when I ate a setting of hen's eggs. 
It was a prize hen — and very good 
eggs they were, really. The time had 
come for a parting. My employer 
upbraided me. telling me that 1 had 
spoiled a very good farm, and that he 
would have to start life all over 
again. 

"Then the Boer War broke out. Not 
my fault this time. I enlisted, and a 
visible wave of relief swept over the 
agricultural district of Queenstowa 1 
don't know whether my fame preced- 
ed me, but after going through aev 
eral frights— I mean fights — a Boer 
probably a farmer, shot me through 
the lungs. 

This closed my African season. I 
went back to Australia, and being 
quite useless In all other fields, I na- 
turally decided to go on the stage. 1 
was engaged on probation. The man. 
uger said he would pay me what 1 
was worth. 1 did not think I could 
live on It, but 1 took the Job. For- 
tune was on my side. It appeared that 
the manager had a son who was not 
all there, either, so he mercifully gave 
me an entire pound u week. I had 
served quite a little of my appren- 
ticeship when T. Duniel Frawley came 
along with the excellent compan 
that ho took around the Eugllsh- 
; peaking world, 

"Some effort of mine pleased him, 
and I was eugagod to go with him 
to Africa; and eventually to America 
And here I have been for twelve 
happy years, brought to peaceful an- 
chorage by nn American wife and 
two fine American-born descendants." 
Mr. Hassell will be at the Princess 
I Theatre next week with "The Girl 
, From Brazil."

Dr. Ruttan Tells of Effects of 
Sulphur Dioxide on Plants 
and Trees. 



At yesterday's meeting of the Mc- 
Gill Chemistry Society. Dr. Iluttau 
spoke on the effect of smelter smoke 
on the vegetation in the vicinity of 
the smelter. 

Smelter smoke may readily be 
freed of dust and sulphur trioxlde. 
Sulphur dioxide, however, escapes In- 
to the utniosphere, and, when al a 
greater concentration than five parts 
in a million, destroys plants and 
trees. 

Dr. Ruttan described his investiga- 
tion of the food value of hay and oat 
straw grown In the neighborhood of 
a smelter. The food value of a plant 
is measured by the amount of di- 
gestible protein, carbohydrate, etc.. It 
contains. Sulphur content of both 
oat straw and hay was found to be 
Inversely proportional to the distance 
from the smelter. In the case of hay 
there was found to be no relation- 
ship between food value and sulphur 
content. In the cuse of oat straw nu- 
tritive ratio and especlaly digestible 
protein was directly proportional to 
sulphur content. 

Hence the presence of small quan- 
tities of sulphur dioxide is not de- 
trimental, but actually Increases the 
food value of oat straw This appar- 
ent anomaly may be explained by 
thc hypothesis that sulphur dioxide, 
in small concentration, does not k'.ll 
the vitality of the plant cell, but poi 
sons u portion of the living proto- 
plasm which is then stored up and 
accumulates. 

After a hearty vote of thanks to the 
speaker the meeting adjourned.

FQRJAILWAY CLUB 

Members of Club to Make In- 
teresting Excursion to Grain 
Elevators at Wharves.

The McGill Railway and Meehankul 
Club have been successful in arrang 
ing for what promises to be the most 
interesting and instructive trip of 
the season. This afternoon the mem 
hers of the club will assemble at the 
McGill inton and will leave from 
here a few minutes after 2 o'clock for 
No. a elevator at the wharves. 

Through the courtesy of Sir John 
Kennedy, the club have received 
passes to the work? of the Harbour 
Commissioners. The elevators are 
second to none on the continent, and 
are situated along a harbour on which 
no pains have been spaVed to make it 
the best of its kind anywhere. The 
elevators will be of Interest to the 
club not only from a transportation 
viewpoiut. but from electrical and 
mechanical ones as well. 

The members will be conducted 
through the elevator by the superin- 
tendent, Mr. J. Neeham. B.Sc. a grad- 
uate of Scl. '13. Mr. Neeham has 
been connected with the Harbour 
Commission since graduation, and 
knows the elevators from top to bot- 
tom In every detail. 

The whole elevator system, the 
wharfage and the transportation ma 
chinery extending all along the water 
front, is under the control of the 
Harbour Commissioners. Their plan- 
ning was to a large extent done by Sir 
John Kennedy. He Is the "Dean of 
the Engineers," being Canada's oldest 
engineer. The planning of the works 
along the water front tells quite 
clearly the foresight Sir John Ken- 
nedy showed of Canada's future 
growth. 

The students who will avail them- 
selves of the trip to the elevators 
with their complex and wonderful 
system of conveyors for loading boats 
scattered along a water front of miles. , 
will have an exceptionally good op- 
portunity of studying the methods of 
toping with one of Canada's greatest 
transportation problems.

TURE — (5), Percy Fysshe Shelley. 

Fysshe Shelley was perhaps the 
greatest of our marine poets. At the 
early age of nine months, he wrote 
'Al. Oyster," or "The Life of a Mol 
lusc"; he soon followed this with that 
stirring battlesong, "The Gathering of 
the Clams." Ills reputation made, he 
settled down as a poet, taking on 
work in a quick-lunch counter as a 
side-line. On the death of his friend 
and fellow-hard, John Skates, he 
wrote the touching elegy, "Mad on 
lee," containing a reference to the 
latters favorite pastime. 

Fysshe Shelley was a wild, untam- 
ed soul, and his longer poems all 
breathe his noblest spirit, as shown 
In "Greek Crab," and "The Revolt of 
This Clam." His end was character- 
istic; on a hot day he sent a ser 
vanl with his last penny to get a Jug 
of beer; as the man handed the Jug 
to him, he slipped, and the beer was 
split. Shelley breathed the word 
"Eplpsychldion," and died of a brok- 
en heart.

WELLESLEY HEAR8 INDIAN

WELLESLEY, Mass.— Sir Rabin- 
dra Nath Tagore, poet, philosopher 
and educator of India, delivered the 
first lecturo In the all-college lecture 
course of the year at Wellesley Col- 
lege last week.

He spoke something 
about his impressions of the United 
States and the people of the United 
States, saying that the amassing of 
wealth seemed to him to be the prev- 
alent purpose of the citizens. He 
said the development of the intellec- 
tual traits was something to be 
sought after In this country. People 
here, he said, should strive for higher 
Ideals than those sought now by the 
majority. 



POTASH IN CANADA. 

LONDON, Ont. — As a result of 
the war, no less than two new ways 
of producing potash from natural re- 
sources of Canada have been found, 
while a third has been turned lo food 
use In the Dominion. When war first 
broke out, Canada had no munition 
factories. To-day she has soma ill. 
Potash is a very necessary Ingredient 
in the making of munitions, and, 
quickly following the building ot the 
first of these factories In Canada, the 
supply of wood ashes which had for- 
merly gone to the United States, was 
directed to a factory at St. Catherines, 
Ont., where the percentage of potash 
existing In ashes was extracted. 

Shortly following this the Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries ot the 
Dominion, which had been experi- 
menting on the matter for some time, 
announced that from each ton of wet 
kelp (a form of sea weed), no less 
than f>3 pounds of potash could be

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on IsBue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year WOlk hat been performed to Ihe 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION.
